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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's arguments in pages 2-8 that 
Saunders does not teach permitting an application "to expose (a) document as an abstraction." nor "to expose (a) document as an 
abstraction" in "which the abstraction of the document appears as an array." The Examiner believes Saunders does teach these 
limitations. In col. 6 lines 40-45 Saunders explains that the text service requests a specific selected portion of text. The text service 
requests and retrieves a selected portion of text from the application program. The application program provides the selected portion, but 
the text service selected it. Since the text service selects the portion of text to be retrieved from the application program, it is defining the 
portion or "exposing an abstraction" of the document which it will receive and edit. The Examiner believes the text object in which the text 
service receives the selected portion of text reads upon the claimed array. Saunders teaches in col. 7 lines 18-32 pointing to an offset 
within the text received in the text object. In order to have an offset position, each character must have a unique position. A text object 
wherein each character has a unique reference position is an array. Thus the Examiner believes Saunders teaches exposing a document 
as an abstraction in which the abstraction of the document appears as an array. 
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
